Chou blasts rivals 
in anti-Lin drive 


TOKYO (AP). — An article that ap- 
pears to be a fresh assault by 
Chinese Premier Chou Exrlai on his 
political enemies has been given pro- 
Tminent play in Peking newspapers 
over the weekend. 


The article, “Study conscientiously 


and deepen criticiam,” first appeared 


in the Communist ΡῚ theoretical 
journal “Red Flag” and later in the 
Peking “People’s Daily” and other 
newspapers in the Chinese capita’. 
Although former Defence Minister 
Lin Piao has been dead more than 
two years, the article said,. “the 
poisonous influence of his revisionist 
line has not yet been eliminated and 
the reactionary forces both at ‘hom2 
and abroad he represented have not 
hiendnct their attacks on the prole- 


Lin has been identified as Chou's 
rival in the power struggle that de- 
veloped following the 1966-69 cul- 
tural revolution. Lin's supporters are 
said to be behind the recent cam- 


Confucius, and through him, Chou 
himself. 


In recent weeks, however, Chou is 
believed to have turned the tables 
by linking the sins of Confucius to 
those of Lin. 

In their anti-Confucius campaign, 
the leftists emphasized the perfidy 
of the old philosopher in restoring to 
office leaders who had. been dis- 
Braced, a seeming reference to 
Chow's rehabilitation of Vice-Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping and other politicians 
dismissed during the cultural revo- 
lution. 

The “Red Flag” article continued 
the parallel about Confucius calling 
back officials to office, but made 
it clear that Lin Piao — and, by in- 
ference, not Chou — harboured this 
idea. It said specifically that Lin 
wanted to bring back Wang Ming, 
one of the early leaders of the 
Chinese Communist movement, from 
exile in Moscow.

From the Defence budget for 
1974/75, which was submitted in 
the Cabinet by Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Chief of Staff 
David Elazar, we can clearly discern 
a series of conclusions adopted as 
a result of the experience gained 
in the Yom Kippur War. These 
lessons concern the organization of 
the Israel Defence Forces and every- 
thing required to strengthen their 
armament. 

The principal matters have also 
been submitted to the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. I feel sure that 
what we have learned from our 
experience in the Yom Kippur War 
will reenhance the power of the 
IDF to meet any future test. 


As the members of the Knesset 
are aware, the Government resolved 
on November 18, 1973, upon the 
establishment of a judicial Enquiry 
Commission and approached the 
President of the Supreme Court on 
this matter. This Commission, which 
is headed ‘by the President of the 
Supreme Court, Dr. Agranat, began 
its work on November 23, . Inter- 
rogation of witnesses... began on 
November 27. The Commission is 
diligently carryimg out its work of 
investigation and we await its find- 
ings and conclusions. After study- 
ing the Agranat Commission's re- 
port the new Government will need 
to take decisions after careful con- 
sideration with the utmost respon- 
sibility, and without hesitation. 


Capacity to change 


However, we must draw conelu- 
sions, not in the sphere. of 
defence, but im the overall organiz- 
ation of our society and in the 
government’s programme of work. 
The capacity of Israeli society to 
learn what changes and improve- 
ments are required in methods of 
work, in the scale of priorities and 
in our way of life in general is one 
of the crucial tests which we must 
fece during this period. 

‘We bear a supreme obligation 
towards our soldiers who are now 
returning from the battlefield. They 
are returning to their homes after 
the experiences they have undergone 
in this hard war, and they expect 
to see what has changed im our 
lives after the war and in prepara- 
tion for new dangers and trials. 
It js the duty of us all to see to 
it that they are not disappointed. 

On the battle-fronts there was 
complete equality of sacrifice. It is 
only natural that we should now 
be more keenly sensitive to the 
Moral aspects of our lives. We 
must show increased awareness of 
social disparities, such as the deep- 
ening of the social gap and exag- 
gerated profits at the expense of 
the public. I hope that the entire 
nation, which includes our sons who 
risked their lives in ‘battle, will be 
More sensitive and aware of what 
is happenmg in Israel society, and 


ceiving education, vocational train- 
ing and employment. It also ensures 
— for those who had been entitled 
thereto before — special priority in 
housing. In other words, demobilized 
servicemen who are in need of hous- 
ing will be given priority on the 
waiting lists. This priority 15 impor- 
tant in a situation of housing short- 
age. These servicemen also receive 


finding accommodation. Self-employ- 
ed persons whose businesses have 
suffered through their mobilization 
are assisted under the law with 
loans, grants and guarantees. 

We are taking steps to ensure the 
effective implementation of this law, 
and to prevent bureaucratic red tape 
which Causes unnecessary waste of 
effort. 

Among Soviet Jewry, cut off from 
our people, there has been a na- 
tional awakening, the principal ex- 
pression of which has been the de- 
sire to come and settle in Israel. 
During the past four years, the wall 
that enclosed Soviet Jewry for 50 
years has been breached. Our strug- 
gle for ‘the right to aliya has 
been one of the major factors in 
the breaching of this wall. 

The Soviet authorities saw 
fit to respond, if only partially, to 
the cry of the Jews seeking aliya 
nd the pressure of world public 
opinion. We have been privileged to 
welcome tens of thousands of fa- 
milies to Israel. 

This response by tthe Soviet 
Union would undoubtedly have en- 
titled it to esteem but for the in- 
cessant efforts to intimidate Jews and 
deter them from trying to settle in 
Israel. There have been restrictions, 
persecutions, arrests and show 
trials. Dozens of prisoners for Zion’s 
sake still languish in prison. Dur- 
ing the last six months new trials 
have been staged, accusing Jews de- 
siring to immigrate of criminal of- 
fences.

But despite ali these measures of 
intimidation there are no grounds 
for the Soviet leaders’ - allegation 
that the Jews have no ‘wish to im- 
imigrite, “In. ‘fie’. months’ “followin;

The Jews in the Soviet 
Union who are fighting for the right 
‘to aliya are entitled to every en- 
couragement, and the Government 
of Israel will spare no political ef- 
fort in aiding them in their strug- 
gle to come to Israel...

Those few of our brethren who 
have remained in Irag and in Syria 
are cut off from us and their lives 
are in jeopardy. It is the supreme 
duty of the government to try tu 
Save each and every one of them, 
In the last few days we have been 
shocked to hear of the dastardly 
murder of four Jewish women...

Cairo unveils ambitious plans for 
Sinai and Suez development 


CAIRO (AP). — Egypt on Satur- 
day unvelled a five-year, $9,000m. 
plan to rebuild the war-shattered 
cities of the Suez Canal and Sinai 
Peninsula. 

Reconstruction Minister Osman A. 
Osman, reflecting his government's 
ambitious hopes for economic boom 
based around the canal, said Egypt 


has the “industrial and agricultural. 


capabilities which through invest- 
ment could turn the country into 
8 welfare state in 10 years.” 

In his first press conference since 
being appointed in October, Osman 
said planned to pay one- 
third of the project’s costs with 
savings from a slimmed-down de- 
fence budget. He said the rest of 
the funds would come from foreign 
countries, including the U.S., Europe, 
Japan and the oil-rich Arab states.

ALTHOUGH an auditor is paid a 

fee by his customers, he has 
no advantage in “dressing up” their 
accounts. If he does that, he anta- 
gonises other business interests and 
winds up losing what reputation he 
had, a distinguished audftor told 
The Jerusalem Post in a recent 
Interview. The auditor would not Jet 
hls name be published, because the 
profession is extraordinarily sensi- 
tive: he might be suspected of seck- 
ing publicity for his own firm. So 
we shall call iim Mr. A. 

The point, Mr. A. said, is this. 
A company cannot get any real 
benefit out of misrepresenting its 
Whatever 


in juggling with figures, the game 
is not worth the candle. 

Tt is not clear, for a start, which 
way the figures should be exaggerat- 
ed, upwards or downwards. If a 
concern wants to show big profits, 
in order to appease its creditors 
amd raise the value of its stocks 
— it runs into trouble with the fis- 
cal authorities, who will demand 
more tax. 

Moreover, the law has something 
to say. A company which made zo 
profits cannot disguise the fact by 
issuing a dividend because it is il- 
legal to pay dividends out of ca- 
pital. Any auditor who lets that 
Pess without comment can be sued 
for a breach of the law. 

“Auditors were originally intend- 
ed to protect the sharehoKiers,” Mr. 
A explains. Persons owning equity 
need to know what the company is 
up to. Later the information be- 
came important to lenders also. 
Nowadays, auditors report to the 
public at large, notably when a 
company issues a prospectus because 
it wants to make a share issue. 

“But the company employs the 
auditer. Surely whoever pays the 
Piper calls the tune?" < 

Here again, the ethics of the 
Profession prevent a clear amswer. 
What Mr. A. would like to indicate 
is thet banks and other money-lend- 
ing agencies know at any one time 
which companies put out truthful 
Statements and which auditors are 
reliable. But such an observation 
might Imply that certain auditors 
are less than reliable — which Mr. 
A. cannot bring himself to say. 

One thing he does state is that 
business firms benefit most from 
the kind of auditor who is proof 
against thelr blandishments, because 
his attestations give the stamp of 
authority to their fimancial state- 
ments. 

But are auditors really al- 
ways pure as the driven snow? We 
point out that Motti Friedman's au- 
ditor has been arraigned with his 
employer as an accomplice in the 
alleged concealment of income from 
‘the tax authorities. Mr. A. looked 
suitably mournful, but keeps his si- 
lence. Any person of blemished re- 


‘putation would be blackballed when 
applying to become a certified au- making 


ditor, he implies. 

Tn fiscal matters, of course, the 
auditor has the task of trying to 
diminish his client’s tax liability — 
but strictly within the law. He in- 
terprets the law in his client's fa- 
vour, just as the tax officer inter- 


troyed. It is the duty of the inter 
national community to help us,” he 
said.

The real limitations in a financial 
report, however, derive from the 
probiem of price inflation. There is

bought five years ago, is it legtti- 
mate to enter that property in the 
accounts at TL10m., or should tts va- 
Tue be what it can fetch today if 
offered for sale? 


And how soon does a given value 
change? A company buys materials 
for stock at intervals during the 
fiscal year. Those acquired at the 
beginning of the year cost one price, 
those at the end another. When the 
Stocks are reduced as the materials 
get utilised for production, how do 
you value them at that moment? 
Average price of all stocks pur- 
chased during the year? Or FIFO 
(first in, first out)? 

There are not yet any standardis- 
ed rules on these vexatious book- 
keeping questions. Take outlay on 
research and development. This can 
be treated as a capital expense, 
like money spent on machinery, or 
as current expense, like the pay- 
ment of wages. If R. and D. is 
treated as a current expense, then 
it ls an added production cost and 
diminishes the company’s profit for 
the current year. But if it is a 
capital expense, then it can be de- 
preciated over a 10-year period. 

Whatever decision is taken in all 
these matters, the good auditor 
makes clear in the report how it 
‘was arrived at. So the shareholder 
or banker or tax officer can see 
what happened, and make his own 
interpretation of the company’s po- 
sition. 

Mr. A. believes in profits and the 
profit-motive, because he has Jearn- 
ed during his work to appreciate 
the role they play. A company that 
makes money not only supplies 
goods and creates ezaployment, - but 
contributes to investment.
